BIOGRAPHICAL SKETCH 

The Daverne family moved from Ireland to London, England following the Irish Rebellions 
of 1798, and subsequently moved to the Bay of Quinte area in 1804. Richard Daverne 
Senior (1763-1835), his wife, Catherine Connery (1765-1832), and their sons Daniel Joseph 
(1784-1830) and Richard Junior (1800-1869), farmed in Hallowell Township, Prince Edward 
County after leaving Adolphustown, their first place of residence upon arriving in Canada. 
Their daughter Mary (1787-1804) died in London before the family moved overseas. The 
Daverne's farmed in Hallowell until 1815 when Daniel purchased a 200 acre farm in 
Adolphustown for his father. 

Daniel Daverne was first a sergeant and later an ensign with the Flank Company of the First 
Regiment of Prince Edward Militia during the 1812 war. Between July and December 1812, 
he was employed with the British Commissariat office before transferring to the Quarter 
Master General's (QMG) department. Daniel continued with the QMG's department at 
Kingston until the early fall of 1815. His brother Richard, upon Daniel's recommendation, 
was made midshipman at Kingston by order of Col. Christopher Myers. 

Based on his wartime efforts, Daniel was personally chosen by the QMG, Sir Sidney 
Beckwith, to be the new locations secretary and superintendent at the Perth Military 
Settlement, an emigration program that offered land and support to families from 
Scotland, plus discharged soldiers, willing to take up a new life in an isolated part of Upper 
Canada. Daniel held this post from 1816 until 1819 when he was forced to leave under 
accusations of mismanagement and account irregularities, including giving away army 
stores, grain and food to the settlers for which Daverne felt great sympathy. It was during a 
subsequent inquiry into Daverne's affairs while at the Perth Settlement, that he left Upper 
Canada for the States, not returning to the Adolphustown area until 1822. Daniel Daverne 
was stripped of all land grants, totaling over 800 acres in the Lanark and Leeds area. He 
died in 1830 during a cholera outbreak. 

Richard Daverne Junior married Catherine Green in Belleville, 5 Feb 1833. They had three 
children, Catherine Connery (1834-), Daniel (1837-1926), and Ellen Alicia (1835-1911). 
Richard was first an ensign with the First Regiment, Prince Edward County Militia, 1831, 
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and Captain by 1837. Richard Junior worked for over 30 years to reinstate his brother's 
land claims by lobbying and petitioning many prominent and important political figures in 
Upper Canada during that time. 


SCOPE & CONTENT 

The fonds consists mainly of Richard Daverne Junior's petitions and correspondence to 
political figures attempting to reinstate his brother (Daniel's) land. There is also 
correspondence and documents from Daniel Daverne during his time as superintendent at 
the Perth settlement, and from his time attempting to defend himself against the 
accusations which saw him stripped of his land grants. The fonds consists of receipts, 
account books, maps, land instruments for Adolphustown and Kingston, plus personal and 
business correspondence of Richard Daverne Junior.

Permit me however to inform you 
that all loans made under the authority of Colonel Meyer's letter of the 24 th July 1816 have been 
secured to Government by Bonds taken on the lands of the individuals to whom such loans have been 
made, and will be found in the Superintendents Office. Marked Bond Books A & B together with all 
Provisions found by Special Authorities, the dates of Which Authorities are therein Quoted. As I have 
reason to believe those Books as well as every other Paper tending to my Justification will be withheld, I 
have to beg you will enquire Particularly for them. If they are not produced, a private Memorandum 
Book which I will direct my Brother where to find will enable me to transmit you the Quantities so 
loaned - these being credited as very small. If any balance can appear as deficiencies in my Store 
Accounts. 

Let me pray you particularly to enquire into the Characters and Motives of my Accusers. Before you 
proceed one step in considering me blameable, to the extent that I know you have now reason to 
believe.

That Major Powell should be interested to obtain a Situation so much wished for by him at the 
Richmond Settlement is not to be wondered at. But the means resorted to for acquiring that object are 
very unworthy an Officer of his Rank, already provided for by his half pay, through his Mr. Mason's and 
Mr. Fitzmaurices Activity, it must be evident to you that letter said to be opened by Mr. Chaffey had 
been sought after and the worst constructions that could be suggested put on its contents. If such exists 
as I still declare to you I am ignorant of ever having wrote Mr. Mason [Inveteracy] must be unmerited, 
the tenor of your letter to him and any further enquiry you may plan to make will fully prove: 
Fitzmaurice's ill will arose from the supposition of my having [traduced] his Character to you. Of this 
you know the truth or failing for grounding his Flatred; it is true when guilty of the most degrading and 
unbecoming behaviour for which he has been more than once arraigned before the bar of Justice and by 
the Clemency of the Jury escaped that punishment in that which he could in no other country have 
avoided. I forbid him my house. To repeat the disgraceful calamnies that this Wretch has uttered in my 
presence with respect to yourself would only be descending to the same low subterfuge he so 
successfully att e mpt e d [termitired] to perjure me in your opinion. Flowever you will yet know his 
character if you cannot but consider Chaffey or any other man, a villain, who dares willfully brake open a 
letter not addressed to him. With respect to Pitt and Matheson, whose Agency was especially necessary 
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to carry the [grievous] Plan into effect. The seeming unwillingness, evident confusion and the 
consummate hypocrisy of the former must in some measure enable you to Judge how far that man's 
feelings were [], who to all appearances had as he has [obsentiously] confessed been the chief actor in 
measures which he now so strongly repudiates. With respect to Mr. Matheson, take Pitt apart, ask him 
if Mr. Matheson has not definitely confessed to him the Various Acts of Villainy practiced by him while in 
the Public Service. His Written Memorandums, which I believe were purposely prepared for this 
occasion, must have a Continuance of the same line of conduct. Calle on Danl Jones Jr. Esquire Atty of 
law Brockville, he will inform you of the nature of his evidence with respect to the Government Open 
obtained improperly by a Mr. Stafford, Adamson, the [un fficer] was present. If Mr. Jones proves to you 
that this man has in more instances than one perjured himself. You will surely not 

Consider him a fit person to give testimony against me. Place yourself in my Situation for a moment, 
a g a in, Consider, whether the most blameless character, if every act of their life is placed in the worst 
possible light, their most minute Actions noted down, the application of any Article, not disposed of, as 
strictly pointed out, those around seeking for opportunities to betray you, what might be the 
consequences. Certain Destruction?! No officers however just and honourable, under whose command 
I have served could under the above circumstances avoid censure and reproach, many circumstances 
are yet fresh in my memory. The collection of which, would make the Parties concerned tremble. If 

they could imagine that men on Earth could be found on earth. Have enough to- how e v e r b e 

betraye4 and Persecuted them. As I am now served. Excuse the freedom of those remarks, for 
although I may not be able to justify myself in the opinion of the world from the reports that have been 
already circulated. I still have a desire to convince you for the Information of the Commanders of the 
Forces that my crimes so called are such as are daily practiced. And occur to persons placed in more 
important situations than I have ever had the Honour to Fill. 

Taking into consideration the Number of years I have been in the Service, the Numerous opportunities 
my Superior Officers must have had of discovering any impropriety of Character Public or Private, some 
consideration, should I thinke be given to my present circumstances. Feeling confident, challenge the 
Whole, or any Officers Individually to say that they have Ever found me in Error. With respect to my 
Accounts, and could if it were the last words I had to Affirm state that Neither directly or Indirectly have 
I applied to my own use, one f a rthing Shillings worth of Public Property which my present property too 
clearly proves, whatever may appear [incorrect] has been done for the benefit of the Settlement. 

On referring to my letters Book e written in February last you will in addition to the Information 
conveyed to you by my le tt e r of the 9 th above Quoted, see the cause of the Pitt & Matheson's conduct - 
the letter was not forwarded though entered in my letter Book whereby those G e nt le m Persons 
forfeited all claim to holding a Situation longer under Government, by a direct refusal to proceed to the 
store at Beckwith - by which means I was compelled to send the person you found there and not from 
choices. Your remarks upon Spratt unfittingly induced them to suppose my letter had been forwarded, 
and that their dismissals would consequently follow. Their Families and the low rate of Pay they had 
been receiving, not allowing them to live as become persons in their situations, alone prevented my 
supporting the report made to forward on that subj e ct occasion. 

However strong the appearances of Irregularity in conducting the duties of my Office may have been 
impressed upon your mind. The House I occupied at Perth and some small Portion of its furniture (the 
greater part of which you must recollect having been stored in the 2 nd M. Genl Store Kingston on my 
leaving that Port) Are the Fruits of my labours for nearly [Ef seven years, three years of which I was 
compelled to subsist on little more than my Rations, My Pay & Allowances were very handsome. I am 
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not addicted to any excess nor Inclined to unnecessary expenses. Since I arrived at Perth, I was not 
without Money. My private Accts. with different officers of the Dept, of [N ssary] would Prove this. 
Then what could have become of {—]- Sums I was said to have made. I protest to you I left Perth and 
am now without any Means of support, nor do I know what to do, unless I am allowed to return to my 
land and there seek a substinence in such pursuits as may present themselves, which I sincerely wish 
had been sought. After at the Close of the War, I should by this means have avoided many some years 
hardship and Fatigues, and have left the Dept, as [ ] W. Please examine the official letters in the office, 
observe the orders and counter orders that have been from time to time transmitted to me r e c e iv e d . 
Enquire of the Clerk the difficulties and Troubles that have arisen in performing the duties in 
consequence. You will be thereby enabled to Judge the embarrassments I have laboured under, the 
precipitate departure of the Former Superintendent Alexder McDonell Esq., Captn. Fowlers reluctance 
in remaining at the Post, as well as the repeated attacks made upon their Characters the whole must 
prove that I have not alone la bour e d been subjected to the Vile Lash of those about Perth. Nor can any 
person while performing their duty, without regard to popularity, were given satisfaction, unless at a 
much greater expense to the Public than has been incurred by Me.

Let me then at once 
acknowledge that I have been guilty of gross neglect and base ingratitude at the same time I feel myself 
bound in duty to myself as well as respect towards you to make an explanation regarding some of the 
communications I received from you About two years ago some friends of yours called at the Herald 
Office and left a message with John Connery (son to E. D. Connery) requesting of me to call to see them, 
which message he neglected to deliver to me until after your friend had left town so that in that case I am 
not in [fault] The next letter I received from you was thro the hands of a young man named Connolly in 
which you requested of me to use my influence in procuring employment for the bearer. On the evening 
I received it, I asked him to take tea with me in my boarding house, at the same time telling him that I 
would speak to a friend of mine who was foreman in a large dry goods

establishment and requested of him to call on me the following evening, in the application to my friend I 
was successful as he told me to have the young man call on him immediately, but I have never since seen 
Connolly. Now that I have an opportunity of renewing our correspondence I promise you that it shall not 
by my fault if it drops off again. I sincerely sympathize with you in the loss of so amiable a daughter it is 
indeed sad to young persons taken away in the prime of life from their friends. Your painful forebodings 
with regard to having us (Thomas & I) pass to another world are, alas in part too true. Poor Thomas is 
dead for the last two and a half years. He was killed by a fall down the stairs of his own house - his head 
striking against the wall below caused a conjestion of the brain, causing his death in less than forty eight 
hours after it happened, during which time he never spoke a word. He left a wife and three children 
totally unprovided for, however they are not [-] for at present. Since the death of Poor Thomas, another 
younger brother of mine came to this country, he and I live together and am both doing tolerably well.

To all whom these presents may concern - Greeting.

Whereas by an Act of the Legislature of the Province of Upper Canada, passed in the thirty - 
third year of the reign of his late Majesty King George the Third, entitled, "an Act to establish a Court of 
Probate in the Province, and also a Surrogate Court in every district thereof," it is enacted that when 
application is made for letters of administration of the goods, chattels and credits of any person dying 
intestate, by any person or persons not entitled to the same, as next of kin to the intestate, the Judge of 
the Court of Probate or the Surrogate, to whom such application shall be made, shall, before the 
granting of the Administration, issue a citation to the next of kin to the intestate , summoning him or her 
to appear and shew cause, if any they have, why the Administration should not be granted to the person 
or persons so applying, which citation shall be served upon the next of kin to the intestate, residing 
within this Province, and if the next of kin, nor any person of the kindred of intestate shall happen not to 
reside in this Province, then a copy of such citation shall be affixed up in some public place in the town 
where the intestate resided at the time of this death, at least ten weeks before the return thereof; and 
in case such intestate did not reside within this Province at the time of his death, then a copy of the 
citation shall be published in the Upper Canada Gazette, once in every month during the space of eight 
months before the return thereof. Provided always, that in case the person next of kin usually residing 
within this Province and regularly entitled to Administer, should happen to be absent from the Province, 
it shall and may be lawful for the Judge of Probate, or Surrogate, within the limits of his District, to grant 
a temporary Administration to the next of kin to the intestate who shall be in the Province during a 
limited time, or to be revoked upon the return and application of the nearest next of kin as aforesaid, 
and for the purpose to take sufficient Bonds from the party to whom such temporary Administration 
shall have been granted, for the surrender of such letters of Administration, and to account for the same 
in manner herein after to be mentioned. And whereas application has been made to our Surrogate 
Court for the Midland District, by 

Richard Daverne, the Younger, of the Township of Adolphustown - 

stating that Daniel Daverne -late of Adolphustown- 

in the Midland District died without leaving a will, and that he is next of kin to the said deceased, and 
is therefore by law entitled to administer on his Estate,- 

Therefore the said Richard Daverne- prays the Surrogate Court to grant him letters of

Dear Sirs, 

From your established reputation as a [ ] Gentleman, and your well known zeal for your 

clients, I am indeed to hope much, should you interest yourself in my cause, and I hope to be able to 
convince both yourself & the World, that I have been most unjustly and undeservingly persecuted, and 
by an Officer who I had once reason to consider as my friend, and wish to show that the forfeiture of his 
good opinion was both uninvited & unsought for by me. 


In the summer of 1816 during the 

administration of Francis Gore Esquire, it was wished to transfer the Settling Department to the 
Executive Governmt of Upper Canada, with this view His Exc'y. Governor Gore and Colonel Cockburn 
made a visit to the Settlement at Perth, and during their stay there made several locations of land to 
Individuals present, appointed a Dept. Superintendent Capt'n Marshall, and in a great measure altered 
the whole system laid down for the Government of the Settling Department particularly by not adhering 
to Sir Gordon Drummonds or Sir Sidney [Bukwiths] Plan, in withholding from Officers the choice of 
locations. On the contrary the Plans given in trust to the latters (and ordered to be submitted to the 
Officers of the Dept only)

were strewn up the table and the persons present [something crossed out] solicited to make their 
choice from the Whole, to the very great injury of the much neglected discharged soldiers or reputable 
Emigrant whose determination was to become [Actual] Settlers. So far had his Excelly's determination 
to enforce what he termed Actual Settlement carried him beyond what common policy would dictate, 
that (In the presence of several Gentlemen) he directed me. When on finding either soldiers or Emig't 
absent for one half hour, that his land should be immediately regranted. With this order I could not 
refuse to comply, but requested that it should be given in writing. My request was neglected, I 
consequently declined carrying the order into effect. Immediately after their departure, Captn Fowler & 
Colonel Myers arrived at the Settlement and gave positive orders to undo all that had been done by the 
before mentioned Gentlemen, particularly such acts as differed from the orders before in existence, at 
the same time, reprimanding me for complying with any act not before sanctioned by the established 
Regulations of the Settlement. In carrying these counter orders into effect, Capt'n Marshall the Deputy 
Superintendent appointed by Col'n Cockburn lost no time in communicating to the [latters] every 
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change that took place, & from his supposed grievance in being immediately removed from office, being 
deprived of a choice location (the Property of another Person) did not I am

Inclined to believe, make the most favorable reports possible - and from this moment could trace the 
commencement of Col'n Cockburns displeasure. Moreover it unfortunately fell to my lot to carry those 
unpleasant orders into execution - adding to this, the result of Capt'n Marshalls very communicative 
disposition (who constantly kept up a correspondence with Col'n [Gor] the affairs of the Settlement) 
together with the difficulties inevitable in the situation [ ] completed the breach. 

On the Death of Col'n Myers the charge of the Department devolved on 
Col'n Cockburn, since which period I experienced nothing but difficulty & trouble particularly from the 
Officers Settling at Perth, who have often (on my refusing their unreasonable requests) told me they 
could apply to Col'n Cockburn and obtain what they pleased to ask for. This I found invariably to be the 
case, as if with a desire to set all orders & system at defiance for in fact none appeared to exist in the 
Officers entrusted with the management of Affairs at Hd Quarters. The written communications now to 
be found in the Superintendents Office at Perth, will sufficiently prove that only a desire to create 
trouble and difficulties were sought after, and no system perceived that could maintain regularity or 
ensure good order - to prove which I could even from memory quote [ ] instances. 

In the summer of 1818

Col'n Cockburn came to Perth, as he himself declared for 1 had been much misinformed) to remove me 
from the situation I hold, if any plausible pretext offered for so doing. With this view he summoned the 
whole settlement, calling upon & soliciting every person to make any complaint they could bring forth 
against me (How would his own conduct have stood this test during your acquaintance with that 
Gentleman?) He was not without finding complainants, however their grievances were of such nature 
that he was so far foiled in this attempt, as not to leave an avenue for the exercise of his good intention 
toward me. Though at the same time a very powerful [motive] called upon him for forbearance. It was 
necessary he should accompany His Grace the Duke of Richmond to York on affairs connected with the 
settlement, about which he knew as much as any [Subaltern] in the Garrison of Kingston - consequently 
I received an invitation to accompany him to York to assist in [imposing] on his Exc'y the Duke, a belief 
that his [Qm] Mr. Gent was as fully acquainted with the duties of this Office as an Officer in his situation 
ought to be. 


However I have wandered from my object & must now explain the pretext framed 
for affecting my ruin. 

For the summer of 1816. [ ] in the army had gone so far that the Comm't Establishm't attached to 

the Settling Dept was struck off ( one Officer & 3 Clerks) and the whole duty with that of the Settling 
Dept then rapidly increasing, imposed on me, with the assistance of one clerk an [ ], & [ ]. An 

officer at Quebec whom I saw once a year (Cap't Fowler) 
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Captain Fowler) and one who was much more trouble than assistance; whose only employment was 
continually plaguing me with unnecessary communications upon subjects that his verbal answers at Hd 
Quarters would suffice to satisfy. Were he not as much in [dread] of Colonel Cockburn, as most persons 
placed under his command had just reason to be, with the assistance afforded me, you may [ ] that 

every exertion on the part of every person employed were requisite. [Torn paper] [ ] the crops had 

failed, and the utmost distress prevailed in the settlement. Owing to my representation of the 
[miseries] that the settlers experienced, an Authority was granted from Head Quarters, authorising a 
loan of Provisions (See a copy of Col'n Myer's letter dated Quebec 24 th July 1816 - Marked letter A) 

Upon this Authority I loaned to all settlers, that were considered safe or trustworthy provisions to a 
certain extent, sufficient to enable them to remain upon their lands; taking bonds of security upon the 
lands of such as had not money to deposit, for cash then would not command Provisions, as the roads 
were impassable & they could not be procured 'til the winter following - At which time I laid in a 
sufficiency to hold good my supplies and to meet the necessities of the Settlement, partly by purchase 
with the money received on [acct] of loans, and a part through my Requisitons on the Comm't Office 
Fort Wellington. The latter was obtained with the utmost difficulty, and I so sparingly that Settlers were 
repeatedly compelled to travel from ten to fifteen miles for a weeks provisions (entailing by this means 
both on myself and other settlers all the trouble [ ] that could possibly be [ ]) and this the [ 

] from the magazines last mentioned, as can be proved by Mr. Pitt now Clerk at Perth, this is a similar 
situation with Mr. [Comms] Clark Fort Wellington

Finding the difficulties increase, and the assistance afforded inadequate to carry on the duty to be 
performed, I required further assistance, and particularly that I should be relieved from the Charge of 
the [Stores], or placed on the [Stringht] of the Comm't. Establishment. My object in requesting the 
latter of which I did not conceive would be observed was to shake off the Duties of the Settling Dept, or 
the responsibility devolving on me from the Provisions, (and crossed out) Impliments of Husbandry & 
Building Materials, the expenditure of all (illegible, page torn) from one office created so much 
confusion, that I found it nearly impossible to manage under the same Roof. Moreover it subjected me 
to the whims and caprice of the Persons acting with [ ] by their finding the service [harassing] and that I 
was completely in their power, with respect to their honesty or good behavior. While, hundreds of the 
Commt. and other Gentlemen were at a loss how to amuse themselves while paid at the Public expense; 
whether my motives were perceived or that [economy] actually prevailed in the Head of the Dept. (Col'n 
Myers) no attention was paid to my Application, except by an exhortation, desiring me not to shrink 
from any responsibility, for that such an important charge must eventually terminate to my advantage. 
As { ]bythe[ ] during this time I employed an assistant [ ] An ignorant but an honest man, and 

who had two years before been my servant. He lived in my house while Asst.[ ] and when not 
otherwise required did any little thing I wanted; (This crossed out) and was much more comfortable 
than his [slender] pay of [2s-] per day would warrant his being. This is brought as a charge against me, 
and Col'n P. publicly reprimanded me. Reprimanded me for [ ] in the presence of a Board of Officers 
that he took upon himself to assemble at Perth - 
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forgetting at the same time the numbers of [artisiers] that he had daily ordered from the Qr. Mr. Gents 
yard at Kingston (While under my superintendence) for the purpose of repairing his private quarters, 
building stables, and doing whatever he wished - I bore the whole in the presence of the Board, without 
making a remark, confounded by the inconsistency of the Accusation: He further represented to the 
Board that I was in the habit of employing Public labourers for my private purposes, however in this he 
altogether failed - notwithstanding that I was not allowed the liberty of calling upon a single evidence to 
contradict one of this assertions: He then accused me of drawing from the Stores Provisions for the use 
of workmen employed by me. This I did not attempt to deny, Quoting Col'n, Myer's letter as my 
authority - At the same time that the whole of it had been returned into Store, as my Books not kept by 
myself but by different persons would sufficiently prove. Col'n. C. forgot at this time the transactions of 
former days - Yes, he forgot the Affairs of Fish & others, that having arraigned him before the Court of 
Kings bench, on a Capital offence, for having [ ] a Cable & anchor the property of Government, and 

called upon me as an evidence in the Prosecution. Yes, he forgot that had the Judge or Lawyers by 
accident asked me of the Affairs of the Dept, were in this habit of applying to their own use or 
convenience any public property . I must have said yes to a considerable extent. I must have then 
mentioned Colonel Cockburns Sloop Boat, her having been sheathed, rigged, painted, received two or 
three sets of new sails, before one could hit the fancy of the owners, that her oars, seats, bottom, in 
[Act] that she was altogether built at the Public expense. And I must think that during Fishes

Trial this did not escape his memory, for on coming out of the Court House, seeing the injustice of the 
Prosecution, he desired immediately to purchase other rigging for the vessel, and it was the aquittal of 
Fish only that quieted his apprehensions. But he immediately after directed that a subscription list 
should be drawn up and the [ Boat] [ ] as soon as possible - which was not affected owing to the 

high price the [Boat] was put up at the few subscribers obtained. Major Shelton I am positive signed it. 

I think it was presented to you, but many of the Officers of the Garrison put their names to it. I believe 
this list may yet be found if not the persons are not all dead: He also forgot that for my own security it 
was necessary I should keep a private account (for he never gave a written order) of the Quantities of 
Nails, Glass, Putty, Paint, Boards, Plank, & Tarpaulins, besides labourers employed on Mr. Mitchells 
House. While he occupied it. At the same time receiving £54- per annm. Lodging money from 
Government. He also forgot that a stable was built behind [Spurehams] House for Capt'n Dickson at the 
expense of the Public & by his orders - He has forgotten the Quantity of sail cloth destroyed by making 
temporary screens and for dividing rooms for the Gentlemen of the Dept. Or does he imagine that his 
Rank in the Army is alone sufficient to shield him should the Quantity of the Public property that he has 
knowingly and wilfully wanted be made known: If so he is much mistaken for I can inform that 
Gentleman that he has a fair share of enemies, and men sufficiently high in Office, to have him called to 
account, Who would not I am confident, hesitate in bringing him into disgrace - besides living witnesses 
may be forth to support everything I have advanced - This would prove to the world his inconsistency of 
character. 
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In the right place I will show you the actual loss or deficiency in Store - It amounts probably to twenty 
barrels of flour, three barrels of beef & a few blankets, which were [ ] upon my own responsibility 

to distressed settlers, and for which I am willing to become accountable though Bonds of Security upon 
their lands are now deposited in the Superintendent's Office Perth as turned over. I only wish my books 
may be put into your hands that you should receive from the Board, which transferred the stores. The 
contents in His Majestys Magazines Perth, as turned over to Major Powell and strike a balance. If 
allowed I will swear by all the Property belonging to the family the payment of all deficiencies that shall 
appear. The store [Accountant] Mr. Pitt being first put under oath to explain justly, faithfully the true 
state of my Books sharing without bias of favour to any one concerned the true balances. If this Officer 
is refused it must appear to God and the World that it was not a desire to save the Public any loss of 
Property which was the cause of instituting charges against me, but that my [ ] under any pretext that 
might [ ] was contemptible. But Sir, I fear this simple fair offer will not be accepted or Col'n Cockburn 
instead of the measures he resorted to could have closed the office doors, called for my Books, have 
desired the Store [Accountant] Mr. Pitt in my presence to shew what I held in charge belonging to the 
Public. He might have called upon him to shew that the [remain] was in store, according to the balances 
appearing against me. And my receipts of expenditures did not agree with

The Remains on hand. He could then with propriety have told me, that I had acted improperly, was 
unworthy the trust reposed in me, and have held me security for any deficiencies that might appear. 
Would not some such method be pursued by any feeling man? Did not the rules of Justice & equity 
demand that he should first as head of the Dept, go into a fair and full investigation of this affair. Did 
not I say his duty as an Officer of the Head of that Department in which the Public could possibly sustain 
a loss, imperiously call upon him to adopt the mode I have pointed out in preference to that he resorted 
to. No Sir this or similar reasonable measures would not answer the purpose, because I would possible 
have justified myself. I did not think then, but am now convinced he had no right to demand my books, 
the Expenditures of Cash or Provisions he had nothing to do with, nor had the Comm't Dept in the 
Canadas The contingent expenses of the Settling Dept are borne by the Secretary of States Dept of 
England and by an order from thence only, could I justly be removed from the charge of the Stores [ ] 

in my possession. In short Col'n C. had nothing to do but with the [ ] Dept, in which I defy him or 

any other person to manage satisfactorily as long a contradictory measures are pursued. The Whole of 
the Evils hurled upon me were in consequence of a letter written to my Brother [expressive] of 

my feelings on treatment experienced from Col'n Cockburn

Some time age. This he spared no pains to get hold of, and to gratify the feelings this excited was 
determined on my ruin. In 1816 while the differences before mentioned existed between Col'n Myers & 
Col'n Cockburn I perceived that he endeavoured to annoy me as [ ] by listening to every [ ] 
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story he could pick up from the most worthy character that fell in his way, On this (page torn) I wrote 
the letter above mentioned. Afterward the sole management of the Settlement put this man fully ] 
in his power. 


In the spring of 1818 when the Settlement of Richmond was about being 
formed, Major Powell of the 103 rd had the promise of being appointed Seer & Store keeper to it. Coin 
Cockburn did not approve the appointment & [ ] Major Burkes 100 [Regt] who succeeded 

to the situation, Major P. considered himself injured & said many disrespectful things of the Colonel 
both at [Quebec] & at Perth. Col'n Cockburn denied him the Privilege of the usual conveyanced granted 
to Officers coming to the Settlement at Perth. Afterwards considering he had been guilty of an 
unwarrantable act and justly dreading the Majors inveterate disposition, quieted his resentment, by 
giving him a lot of land the Property of my Brother in the Town of Perth with upwards of ten acres 
improved upon on it. Cancelling the authority granted by that much lamented Officer Coin Myers, 
which he my brother held for 300, as the compensation for his inability to procure him an increase of 
pay. When my brother [remonstrated] he the Col'n

Wondered how he considered himself entitled to land. So much for the memory of his predecessor in 
Office. I shall forbear further remark here - though my heart [ [at the comparison (something 
crossed out) of characters. Powell had still more in [ ] was not satisfied & must be further gratified. 

He must obtain the Superintendence of the Perth [ ] Col'n Cockburn deprived him of that at 

Richmond. That at Perth had the laborious (page torn) completed. This with his half pay was very 
desirable besides Col'n. C. felt bound to assist him, to effect this he must necessarily create disaffection 
in the minds of the people by telling them, that all the advantages that the Government were inclined to 
extend to them, were not obtained. But that by the influence of a Person of Rank at the Head of the 
Settlem't much more might be done. Ambition also led him to extend their representation in 
Parliament, which his intrinsic merit alone, (divested of the all powerful influence of Office) would not 
entitle him to. He employed Active Agents, firstly Lieut't Fitzmaurice who was directed to write Col'n 
Cockb'n that I had said many disrespectful things of him. You know this man's character, though a 
constant with the Major and Family, is a blackguard. He employed a Mr. Mark Mason, who came off

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act to subject himself to a prosecution that he must be aware he cannot escape. In short during your 
whole practice or experience such a complete conspiracy never I believe, came under your observation. 

The Colonel notwithstanding had other motives for my removal. The Perth 
Settlement was spoken of in Great Britain. It must soon be closed, and your Humble Servant otherwise 
unprovided for, would naturally make a claim for employment on the ground of his former services. He 
must then be discovered who had submitted to the [ ] incident to forming such a Settlement 

from the Person of which it is composed. With many the vanity of having done or been instrumental in 
any thing worthy of notice is a weighty consideration, but with non, more so, than the present Quarter 

Master General_although I have not yet learnt that his Military Career (though high in Rank) has 

been marked by any thing brilliant, still I am persuaded he wishes to take much merit for the part he has 
played in the Perth Settlement. Another thing

He in common with most Gentlemen of the Army look upon Civilians as an inferior race of beings. See 
his & Capt'n Fowlers treatment to the former Superintendent Alex'r McDonnell Esq'r of York. Why, 
because he was a Civilian? Besides had the correspondence of the Settling Department remained in my 
possession and I should feel inclined to hold certain characters up to ridicule I should be too well armed. 
The Colonel has more than once remarked my confidence & independence and (page torn) may yet 
have to request my dismissal. 


Major Powell [boasted] of the Duke of York as his friend. The 
Duke must shortly see the Settlement, for at the expense of his life Col'n C. was determined to drag him 
there. Therefore the [ ] Major must be promoted, and I must be removed in a manner not to be [ 

] a Hearing. Now it is to be hoped there will no more hard thoughts on the part of the Major for having 
been deprived of the Richmond Settlement. 

You will tell me I should have fully obeyed his order by coming 
to Kingston & hearing the results. This I would have done had my friends advised me to the contrary, 
and had I not known too much of the Col'n from the Accts of the Officers belonging to the late [Cand'n 
Reg't] and from the treatment of Fish, [Earl], Smith & Mr. Michall of Kingston, besides I was aware he 
would stick at nothing to be revenged on me on acct of the letter I had written, tho' I can declare at that 
time I did not recollect a syllable of its contents. I knew more that Powell had prepared Mathison to 
swear to what he might wish. Indeed I had in my letter been guilty of disrespect to a Superior Officer

Which however motivated, I knew was an unpardonable offence. Moreover his measures were so 
prompt I had little time for deliberation. This Board was assembled in the 3 rd July at noon, They went 
into any Investigation of his complaints, at the 4 o'clock on the same day. The Board rose, without my 
being allowed to advance a syllable in my own defense. At 5 I was ordered to pen an advertisement 
proclaiming Major Powell in charge of the Settlement, and then directed to proceed immediately 
to Kingston there to await the arrival of the Comm'd of the Forces. Without Bond Book or Acct's to 
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show the disposal of any thing committed to my charge. In short I was called upon to close the Affairs of 
a Settlement of four years standing in less than four hours, and ordered, to deliver up the keys of the 
Stores in my charge, by Col'n Cockburn, who had not the Power of putting me into trust or relieving me 
from any responsibility. My letter Book for March & April 1819 will show the cause why Pitt & Mathison 
(the Clerk & [ ]) were so easily won over by the designing Major. I had directed one of those persons 

to proceed to a Depot formed at [Bukwith] for the Issue of Provisions to Persons located in that 
neighborhood leaving it their own choice who should go, they both refused upon the grounds, that their 
pay & allow'ces were insufficient to support them if so distantly removed from their families. The 
consequence was I penned a letter, entered it in my letter Book. Requesting that a person might as soon 
as possible be sent from Quebec

To take upon himself this charge. In the mean time sent off Asst [ ] Mr. Spratt. On reflecting that 

their dismissal from the Service would prove the ruin of their families and being notified that Col'n 
Cockburn might be daily expected, I withheld my letter upon the subject, trusting the arrangement to 
his decision with respect to which of the two should proceed. Unfortunately his first (page torn) in the 
Officee turned upon the inadequacy of the Person in Charge of the Stores at [Bukwith], This gave flame 
to the spark which the Major had been so long fanning (for he had been [tamperring] with persons since 
his arrival at Perth) and they then took for granted that their dismissals must follow conceiving their 
removal be occasioned by my letter, they stood at nothing that could contribute to my injury, well 
knowing that should I be removed their assistance would be absolutely necessary to enable the Major to 
act the part of Superintendent to the Settlement. This Gentlemans character while with this 8 th Reg't 
would throw before you a sense of which my case would form a good counterpart, possibly you have 
some Officers of that Corps at Kingston. It would gratify you by being convinced he is capable of any 
thing. However I would wish to pass this over, as what I might with confidence add of that Person would 
come better from another source.

Much inconvenience has arisen from the transmission of Representations to this 
Department by subordinate Officers or private individuals in the Colonies without the intervention of 
the respective Governors. Such representations must often necessarily be returned to the Colonies 
from which they have come, in order that His Majesty's Government may be furnished with the Reports 
of the Governors upon them, or such explanations as it may be requisite to have for the full 
understanding of the case, this occasions delay in sending answers to the parties making the 
Representations, and is often otherwise prejudicial both to their objects, and to the Public Service. 

I have therefore to request that you will take such measures as may appear to you the 
most effectual for making it generally known in the Colony under your Government that, unless in cases 
where some especial and sufficient reason can be assigned for a contrary course, the Secretary of State 
will be under the necessity of declining to entertain the subject of any Representations which shall not 
have been previously submitted for the consideration of the Governor.

Circumstances have recently brought under my consideration the Circular Despatch which was 
addressed to you by my Predecessor on the 20 th of April last, with a view to prevent the delay in the 
despatch of business occasioned by the practice which had prevailed with subordinate Officers or 
private Individuals in the Colonies of transmitting communications directly to this department without 
previously submitting them for the consideration of the Governors. 

My Predecessor informed you that in such cases it often became necessary to return the 
communications to the Colony for the report or explanations of the Governor, and that the decisions 
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upon the cases, and the answers to the parties were thus retarded, and prejudice was occasioned to the 
objects which they had in view, as well as to the public service. 

It is especially necessary that the regular channel for transmitting letters should be adhered to, 
or copies of them previously communicated to the Governor, when the object of the writers is to appeal 
to His Majesty, or to the Secretary of State, against any proceeding of the Colonial Authorities, since it 
would of course be impossible to form any opinion upon such a subject, unless those Authorities should 
have had ample opportunity to explaining the views by which they had been actuated. 

As however these Instructions from my Predecessor appear to have been misapprehended in 
some Colonies, I have received the King's Commands to apprise you that it was not intended to prevent 
any of His Majesty's Subjects from sending Memorials or Letters to His Majesty or to the Secretary of 
State through any medium other than that of the Governor, provided copies are previously 
communicated to him, it being fully understood that if this is neglected, no steps will be taken upon 
them, without that delay, which, unless in very peculiar cases, must ensue in the answer to be returned, 
owing to the necessity of referring the matter to the Governor for his report upon it.

The daily inconveniences and perplexity to which this Department is subjected by the delay 
which is unavoidably occasioned in attending to the questions which are brought before it by the 
prevalence of a method of addressing communications to the Secretary of State either not in conformity 
with the Regulations laid down in the Circular Despatches from this Office of 20 th April 1830 & 30 th 
January last, or if in nominal conformity with them so contrived as to defeat their obvious intentions, 
obliges me to [recur] to the subject, and to request that you will give publicity to the following remarks 
for the guidance of those concerned. 

It is by no means my desire to preclude, or even to discourage the free resort of all His Majesty's 
Subjects to the Highest Authority in the State for the redress of any grievances under which they may 
deem themselves to labour, provided they pursue the course of communication which justice and 
fairness to all parties concerned, as well as convenience and regularity in the despatch of public business 
under it necessary to prescribe. 

The Governors of His Majesty's Colonies are the Authorities to which any of His Majesty's 
Subjects being in those Colonies should have recourse in the first instance for the correction of any evils 
under which they may conceive themselves to suffer. If the Governors are merely made the medium for 
transmitting documents to the Secretary of State, their only important functions, and the practical utility 
of their Offices are altogether superceded. It is their duty to receive with attention all representations 
properly and respectfully addressed to them, and to take such decisions upon them as may appear to 
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the best of their judgment to be just or if the matter be from its nature, or from its importance such as 
they do no feel themselves authorized to decide upon to refer it with their opinion and report to the 
Secretary of State. If on the other hand, although they feel themselves warranted in proceeding to a 
decision on their own Judgement, their decision is not satisfactory to the parties concerned, it is their 
duty to receive the remonstrances which shall be respectfully addressed to them by those parties, and if 
requested to do so, to transmit them to this Office, always however accompanied by their opinion and 
report. If the parties should be desirous, for additional security to transmit to this Office duplicates of 
the communications which they may have made to the Governor, they are of course at liberty to do so, 
though it would seem to be a superfluous precaution, and one which is not unattended with 
inconvenience. But they should understand that the subject of such duplicate

Papers will not be taken into consideration until the originals shall have been received from the 
Governor accompanied by his report, or until such a period of time shall have elapsed as shall have 
afforded to the Governor an ample opportunity of considering and transmitting them. It must also be 
understood that should the letters transmitting the duplicates contain any comments upon the subject 
matter of them, or any thing beyond a list of the papers enclosed, it will be necessary with whatever 
reluctance, to delay the consideration of the whole until the additional matter shall have been referred 
back to the Governor for his report. 

The Method which since my Circular Despatch of 30 th January last has been frequently adopted 
by Memorialists to the Government of addressing their Memorials direct to this Office, and only sending 
Copies of them to the Governor on the eve of the departure of the Packet, is obviously calculated, if it 
were permitted to have any effect, to preclude the Governor's exercise of his proper functions. There 
can be no occasion to make any reference to the Secretary of State until it shall have been ascertained 
that the Governor is unable, or unwilling, or slow to take the measures desired by the Memorialists, or 
to forward, if necessary, their representations. 

At the same time that you give publicity to this Despatch you will be pleased to re-publish my 
Circular Despatch of 30 th January. Both these communications have been suggested by an earnest desire 
to establish the most effectual and expeditious means of doing justice to all parties who may seek it 
from His Majesty's government.
